State's Fur Catch
Down 22 Per Cent

The eatch and value of fur-
bearing animals declined 22 per-
cent during the 1958-59 season,
compared to the preceding msea-
son, the California Department
of Fist and Game has announced.

This follows a steadily declin-
ing trend evident during the last
10 years which has reflected lack
of market demand.

The 1959 reports show that
only 657 trapping licenses were
taken out and only 801 licensees
reported that they actually en-
gaged in trapping. Thelr total
catch was 70,000 animals, worth
$71,000, The low total wvalue s
attributed to the continued low
price paid for muskrat (less than
a dollar aplece), which made wup
90 percent of the eatch.

This is a far ery from the
mid-20’s, when 6,000 trappers
harvested a half million dollars’
worth of fur annually.

Now, only mink, otter, and
beaver, in the large sizex only,
are in any great demand, the De-
partment said.
